In compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.28(c), Applicant respectfully requests that an error in 
claming small entity status in the above-referenced patent application be excused. Small entity 
status was established at the time of filing the application in good faith, and fees of a small entity 
were paid in good faith at the time of filing the above-referenced patent application.
